“PROGRESSIVE” EDUCATION.—There 
Progressive Education Association, and the 10th 
March concluded its eighth annual conference, 
New York city. One the speakers declared that 
“the progressively trained pupil alle more 
creative, original work college than the pupil 
whose earlier training has been the traditional 
school.” Another asserted that “formal instruction 
unneccessary during the child’s first year and 
half school life.” Still another affirmed that “one- 
fifth the time now spent teaching the Three 
R’s would all that necessary progressive 
methods teaching, already understood here, were 
generally used.” The last speaker added that when 
progressive methods teaching are universally 
adopted will release time which pupils can in- 
dulge the study social sciences and creative art. 

All these claims for progressive education are in- 
teresting, but they belong the category suggested 
President Lincoln, when, after listening some- 
thing from which withheld complete credence, 
observed. that was “important, true.” 

“Progress” word which has the power 
fascinating many its very sound. For that rea- 
son happens that promotors attach whatever 
new, although novelty means essentially 
synonymous with progress. Experienced teachers 
are likely avoid precipitate commitment every- 
thing put forward the name progress. They 
are for examining novelties the basis merit. 
They are for holding fast that which good 
til something unquestionably better available 
its place. Every teacher who has been long 
service could relate edifying history the rise 
and fall fads. 


COLLEGE LECTURES “UNDER FIRE.” 
Teaching lectures has been subject criticism 
for many years. present “under fire” 
England well the United States, though 
both countries still finds stanch supporters. 

The observation that most lectures are unneces- 
sary when books are numerous, was made 
England Dr. Johnson more than hundred years 
ago. Yet there good lectures, under certain 
circumstances, ere this they would have been 
abandoned. 

One thing their favor that lectures their 
best spread inspiration. Medical students who were 
his classes got more from Doctor Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes than they ever would have obtained 
from books. Another advantage which the lecture 


possesses over the book that any part his 
discourse seems obscure lecturer can ques- 
tioned, whereupon may proceed shed light 
precisely where and when needed. The lec- 
turer, moreover, frequently brings his audience 
information his subject down the moment 
his arrival the hall. Time elapses between the 
writing book and its perusal students. This 
rapid age, which everyone eager for every- 
thing pertaining subject “up to” “down to” 
date. 

When has been said pro and con, the decision 
likely that the lecture has its place col- 
lege education and cannot abolished without loss 
—that reform should confined pruning faults.

considered error the education the past, 
and advocated the training both hands, for chil- 
dren general. demonstration that ambidex- 
terity possible all, cited the fact that both 
hands are used with equal nimbleness the oper- 
ation playing upon the piano. 


MOTION PICTURES SCHOOLS.—Expe- 
rience the use moving pictures the public 
schools New York city has led the conclusion 
that they offer royal road learning, and that 
“neither the teacher nor the textbook can ever 
replaced the screen,” and that “there are many 
phases all subjects which can better illus- 
trated through other media.” the other hand, 
practical uses for the moving picture have been 
found, and between seventy and eighty the 
schools regularly employed. 

Ernest Crandall, director lectures and visual 
instruction for the Board Education, says that 
films now are recognized having place 
courses physical training, biology, history, geog- 
raphy, civics, home economics and vocational guid- 
ance the elementary and high schools, and read- 
ing and nature study the primary grades. “They 
are,” “invaluable for helping the pupil 
correct and complete visualization that about 
which studying. have found im- 
mense help biology, not only the portrayal 
unfamiliar life forms, but the depiction and anal- 
ysis life processes. chemistry may made 
take the place, perpetuate supplement 
the laboratory experiment many cases. his- 
tory and literature plays the double role re- 
enacting actual episodes and painting un- 
familiar background. child who has seen Julius 
Caesar screened will least know the difference 
between toga and overcoat.”

Much might also said the use contem- 
porary literature, which has its advantages and dis- 
advantages. certain that most contemporary 
literature more appealing the classes, and 
widening the reading opportunities and giving vari- 
ety the subject, helps the teacher. does not, 
however, give such rich literary experience. Often 
may used supplementary outside read- 
ing which will tie with the kind reading done 
class. The teacher, however, should have some 
method checking the results the outside read- 
ing, for example the method oral reports, 
the newer method card guides kept file open 
for inspection, assist readers selecting books 
for future use. need hardly said that book 
should appear the list with which the teacher 
not familiar.

Emerson realized this when said: 

“The great metropolitan English speech the 
sea which receives tributaries from every region 
under heaven.”

PITTSBURGH PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS REPORT 
Joseph Desmond 


ITTSBURGH Catholics appreciate the advantages 

offered their parochial schools. his annual 
report, just issued, Rev. Paul Campbell, Superintendent, 
says: “Despite the addition the splendid new Catholic 
high school and three new parochial high schools, the 
pressure our secondary school facilities 
The freshman class this school, totaling 488 pupils, 
was pooled from the parishes that comprise the central 
district Pittsburgh. The 228 schools the district 
registered total 87,171 pupils during the past school 
year, increase 1,591 over the year preceding. The 
average attendance during the year was better than 
standard, amounting 91.4 per cent. There steady 
increase the number pupils completing the eighth 
grade. Parents display increasing appreciation for educa- 
tion. 

The teaching body the Pittsburgh diocese schools, 
1,766, represents increase over the preceding year. 
consists 1,631 religious and 135 lay teachers. The 
report observes: “Authorities charge the two-year 
commercial courses schools substantially agree that 
year academic work desirable foundation for 
the two years commercial work. The proposed plan 
academic training preliminary commercial work ap- 
pears feasible view the average age the pupils 
who would complete this type three-year course. The 
average pupil would about years old graduation— 
the limit compulsory school attendance Pennsylvan- 
Work leading toward State certification teachers 
offered 451 teachers the Knights Columbus 
Normal School and various extension normal schools, 
the aim being apparent bring the teaching efficiency 
the system, already high, still higher level with 
the earnest co-operation the teachers.

importance interpreting the facts his- 

tory the light truth now generally rec- 
ognized all reputable historians. While, how- 
ever, great progress has been made the science 
historical criticism since Niebuhr, Grote, Ranke, 
Bunsen and their fellows the modern school first 
illustrated the right method comparative research, 
little positive value has been accomplished re- 
gards the treatment the problems underlying his- 
torical phenomena. 

The ill-success that marks the work this divi- 
sion history due the same causes that have 
retarded the progress philosophy itself, namely, 
the contradictory principles exploited the differ- 
ent schools philosophic thought that have sprung 
since the speculative systems Kant and Hegel, 
the scientific skepticism Hume and Mill and Bain, 
with the rationalistic principles Cousin, Comte, 
and Jouffroy, gained currency the philosophic 
world. 

result the unsettled condition modern 
thought with respect the fundamental principles 
philosophy, there wide divergence views 
among modern investigators the meaning 
historical phenomena. The reflex influence the 
rationalistic spirit which dominates the writings 
very large number our representative scientific 
explorers apparent the character the litera- 
ture that being developed connection with the 
study the social sciences. 

cerned with the causes and ends social well 
national activity, has become the auxiliary one 
other the philosophical schools which embody 
doctrines more less hostile the Christian con- 
ception the origin, nature, and end man 
derived from the principles and teachings Chris- 
tian Theology. 

The attempt isolate human history from its 
natural subordination man’s place the plan 
creation has brought about the critical situation 
philosophic history ;—a situation which 
the conflicting theories Rationalism, Materialism, 
and Evolutionism tend involve the fundamental 
issues human life hopeless confusion. 

The radical defect all writers 
phenomena our day, excepting small group 
Catholic historians, certain narrowness his- 
torical outlook, lack the power ascertain the 
relation the various factors, religious, intellectual, 
moral, and physical that enter into the manifesta- 
tions human life both its private and social 
activities. 

Now correlate these factors the order 
their influence the motives and ends human 
action, show, for instance, why civilized men rec- 
ognize the authority and sanctions government 
and laws, why they consider the general good 
the social group which they are members superior 
the individual good, would necessary 
assign man’s primal religious instincts causal 
power and influence far greater significance 
historical genesis than any other agency the so- 


cial order; but, the rationist historian the natural 
more importance than the questions that relate 
the physical environment peoples, their 
progress the arts and industries civilized life. 

The history all peoples affords ample evidence 
proof the fact that certain religious convictions 
common all men have profoundly modified the 
social organization, the laws, forms government, 
the political institutions and even the economic ele- 
ments, that make for the well being the state. 

Everywhere, behold the signs national 
growth and progress accompanied correspond- 
ingly intensive cultivation the religious instinct 
and higher appreciation the value religious 
sanctions the chief motive and aim the ex- 
panding national consciousness. The rise and de- 
velopment the ancient monarchies, Assyria, Baby- 
lonia, and Persia, inseparably linked with the ex- 
panding religious consciousness peoples whose 
laws, and soeial institutions reflected the peculiar 
power moulding the national character and aspir- 
ations, 

The obligation worshiping the gods through 
prayers and sacrificial offerings, the necessity 
invoking the heavenly powers the manner pre- 
scribed duly appointed authority and propi- 
tiating them for the unrighteous deeds men, are 
fully recognized the codes the Egyptians, 
Assyrians and Phoenicians having validity de- 
rived from the nature man, and sanction even 
greater moment than that which enforces obedience 
civil rulers and legislators. The all-embracing 
power Anu among the Babylonians, Ormuzd 
among the Persians, Varuna among the earlier 
Aryan peoples, Zeus among the Greeks and Ju- 
piter among the Romans marks conception 
man’s dependence upon the will his Creator that 
cannot explained any theory short that 
which attributes man the natural capacity 
living and acting some wise conformably the 
certain knowledge has the existence Su- 
preme Being. 

This universal religious consciousness pervading 
every rank and condition human society, and 
manifesting itself organized forms doctrines 
and practices affecting every aspect human life 
and conduct further emphasized historical 
factor tremendous importance the fact its 
relation the organized religious system called 
Christianity. 

That the faith mankind All-wise God has 
received divine warrant the doctrines exempli- 
fied the teachings and miracles Christ, the only 
Son God, cannot reasonably questioned. That 
has been and still questioned philosophic 
skeptics, does not invalidate the proofs which the 
Christian apologist offers support his conten- 
tion, that God has actually revealed mankind cer- 
tain truths upon the acceptance which the high- 
est moral interests mankind depend for their 
realization.

This not saying that Theology 
stands apart the world truth, disdaining all fel- 
lowship with the sciences that are based upon em- 
pirical evidences. Theology merely recognizes the 
object its investigation that special domain 
truth which human reason unaided Divine Reve- 
lation cannot fully explore; does not question the 
validity conclusions arrived scientific induc- 
tion the latter’s bounds speculative inquiry 
even its own particular field, excepting that por- 
tion thereof which embraces the supernaturally re- 
vealed truths faith and morals which the 
Church Christ the guardian and interpreter. 
maintaining this positive attitude toward science 
developed the light natural reason Christian 
theologians are far removed from the spirit dog- 
matic intolerance which rationalistic thinkers are 
wont attribute them. The position is, fact, 
the only one that consists with the origin and na- 
ture body truths which are demonstrably ad- 


missible reason because not repugnant its de- 


If, then, the dogmatic truths Christian Theol- 
ogy set forth the duly authorized, competent 
expositors the science bear with them satisfactory 
evidences their objective certainty, they are actu- 
ally component parts the united body prin- 
ciples and facts comprised the term general sci- 
they are therefore essential the 
science the chemical elements oxygen and 
hydrogen are water, the root and branches are 
the tree, the several states our country 
are the federated whole. 


Provided the Christian theologian can establish 
the certainty the principles upon which founds 
his conclusions respect the subject-matter 
his science, and can, moreover produce extrinsic evi- 
dence character that can stand the test phil- 
osophical analysis and historical research sup- 
port the objective truth the premises from 
which argues and deduces the accepted doctrines 
the Christian faith and morals, objections can 
urged against his position his chosen field 
study that cannot made against the worker any 
other department science philosophy; for, the 
investigator even the physical sciences, and the 
philosopher well, must accept certain funda- 
mental principles being necessarily true, else 
confess the positive impossibility human reason 
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attain intellectual certitude, the order scien- 
tific observation and experiment. 

Here then come upon the common ground 
which lies open the enterprise every honest 
worker the vast domains human knowledge; 
the theologian takes his proper place therein, merely 
insisting his right carry his labor with the 
implements adapted its successful issue, and 
the manner that will best further the common ob- 
ject, the possession truth. 

The antagonism science which modern ration- 
alists impute Catholic theologians particular, 
fiction Protestanism, which latter from its 
origin has been the ally every form philosophic 
negation that has vexed the thinking world for the 
past four centuries.

priori assumption the Absolute embodied the 
“Weltgeist” Guizot’s halting account 
the origin government and the authority 
law, and Rousseau’s gratuituous assertions re- 
specing the genesis personal and social rights. 
the same evil source may traced the rise and 
spread the pernicious doctrine affected histor- 
ical writers the school Buckle and Draper and 
Spencer, namely, that theological principles and dog- 
mas have rightful claim the scheme his- 
torical interpretation, since man creature whose 
origin and end are essentially one with the physical 
world which dwells.

our greatest educators.” Besides, does not the ar- 
tisan, who puts the mosaic together, deserve some 
credit for his work, even though the stones are al- 
ready polished and chiseled for him?

Education begins 
self-exertion and self-expression the part both 
teacher and pupil.” For must remember that 
teaching double-ended process, with the teacher 
one end and the pupil the other.

The personality the teacher is, without 
doubt, important element the application 
any And the application the project 
method, personality essential. For teacher 
successful with the project method, her teach- 
ing must project for her. other words, she 
must impelled “whole-hearted, purposeful ac- 
tivity.” “It cardinal principle pedagogy that 
cannot give what have not.” the other 
hand “enthusiasm contagious.” Emerson has 
said, “Only who has, can give.” “The men and 
women who really accomplish results the class- 
room and elsewhere, are the men and women who 
put their life into all they say and do.” “The more 
elaborate education, the more time spend 
pedagogical minutiae, the more load ourselves 
down with apparatus, the more plainly appears 
that the sole essential for real education the edu- 
cated teacher who knows how teach.” There are 
some teachers who would consider this statement 
contradictory the project method. But not. 
All advocates the project method admit that 
teachers must not only educated but must also 
have special training. Professor Parker makes the 
statement that will take four years training 
service order prepare teachers that they can 
handle the project method. 

Miss Florence Fox, her article “The Project 
Method Education,” says: “The project method 
different from the older methods teaching. The 
older methods are formal. The child sits still. 
listens quietly what the teacher has say. 
not expected take much part the lessons 
which are given him the teacher. The project 
method different from the older methods because 
the teacher wants the child talk. She wants him 
make things with his hands. She wants him 
draw pictures the board and write stories 
about the project method, when child 
reads, reads about the things which in- 
terested. When writes essay writes about 
the things with which acquainted. When 
draws picture, tells something. does not 
copy formal object. His picture tells story. 
teach child the project method means teach 
him about the real things life. means teach 
him about the things that are close his 


That the project method, times, has disadvant- 
ages, and that much what good the project 
method comes from “older methods” teaching, 
none its strongest advocates will deny. 

editorial comment the article quoted above 
states: “The ‘project method’ has become fixed 
method school work. comes down from years 
application higher education elementary 
schools, simplified and adapted, course. comes 
also from the kindergarten. does not, 
course, replace all school methods, but supple- 
ments the formal drills and systematic study with 
method interesting and efficient. The teacher should 
know much about it.” 

must bear mind that the writer the 
above statements editor, not professional 
educator. That the project method practically in- 
cludes “school and makes projects 
formal drills and systematic study rendering 
them “purposeful,” will shown another part 
this report. 

The project method undoubtedly, the method 
education today, especially for young Americans. 
Never before have young people been persistent 
asking “Why”? They must know their purpose 
before they will act. Let teachers tell them 
“Why”; or, better still, aid them discovering their 
own “Why,” and, believe exaggeration 
say, fifty per cent our teaching labor already 
accomplished. 

“Since careful attention indispensable pre- 
requisite good recitation the first practical prob- 
lem which the successful teacher must solve how 
secure and hold attention.” 

The project method secures and holds the atten- 
tion the pupil, and, Lowell says: “Attention 
the stuff that memory made of, and memory ac- 
cumulated genius.” Just memory depends 
attention, attention itself depends interest. 

Now the teacher who would interest her pupils, 
must, first all, interested the subject she 
teaching. She must know her subject and love it. 
The more intense the teacher’s interest, the greater, 
proportion, will the pupils’ interest. “It 


needless say that mental food should 


wholesome, fresh, living thought inspired the 
living, growing teacher filled with his subject which 
longs teach others.” Dr. McCarthy, 
the Catholic University America, has aptly 
remarked, “If you are going have subject 
taught, the first thing you need 
Dr. Leake, the University Florida, 
who means advocate “methods,” says, 
“The best ‘method’ teaching know what 
you want say and say it.” discussing the 
project method says: “The project method ;—it 
nothing but common sense teaching.” Some 
one has said that common sense rare virtue, 
but Dr. Leake says, “It should not rare virtue 
teachers.” Having attended Dr. Leake’s history 
classes for three summers, feel qualified state 
that his teaching example “whole-hearted, 
purposeful activity.” his every lecture 
“esthetic experience,” and has made realize 
that “problems” exist, not only pages mathe- 
matics texts, but also the pages history.

PLATE 13—the cylinder. This solid has wide appli- 
cation; involuntarily brings mind great many 
familiar objects. will consider first its bases, which 
are circles. When circular surface perpendicular 
line that runs from the beholder’s eye appears 
perfect circle, but soon turns away from that 
position appears ellipse, narrower the more 
turns away. Observe all the elliptical ends the cylin- 
ders shown the good way draw ellipse 
correctly mark two little curves the ends its 
major axis; (these ends, matter how narrow the ellipse, 
can never pointed); then mark curves the 
ends the minor axis; (see a-b and c-d the plate); then 
two more intervening curves, noting that from and the 
ellipse both sides keeps right narrowing toward 
and Now note carefully Figure avoid the 
common errors made ellipse drawing and grasp the 
correct principle. good practical rule follow 
make the major axis the elliptical base always perpen- 
dicular the longitudinal axis the cylinder; for ex- 
ample see plate, where e-f perpendicular g-h and 
note all similar figures the plate. This, however, 
scientific perspective shows, not strictly true for all 
positions the cylinder. pays give plenty drill- 
ing drawing ellipses and the plain cylinder rapidly and 
freely all the various positions. little tact the 
part the teacher will make these drills enjoyable and 
means them power drawing acquired.

THE child advances his second school year 
his vocabulary grows apace with his ideas. The 
vocabulary meant here not merely reading one, 
but that which the child has actively acquired 
result practice his little oral compositions, and 
which always his tongue’s end. The child must 
find words express his ideas, and from his actual 
situation these ideas will born, hence the advance 
vocabulary. 

How can the teacher assist the child this pro- 
cess? many ways. One the best the CON- 
VERSATION method. Children love circle 
around the teacher and hear her tell stories. The 
more they love her, the closer they want 
her. Teachers, there are children your classes 
who strive avoid you, who not like near 
you, YOU are blame. Apply the remedy and 
gain the hearts your little ones. After you tell 
them interesting story, help them add some 
new words their vocabulary. Have them use the 
new words giving short simple sentences until 
they understand where use these words and how. 
Keep mind that the second grade children are 
short, with little minds, and have their vocabulary 
keeping with their growing 

The CONVERSATIONAL method originated 
with Pestalozzi and grew out his reforms giving 
pupils power vocabulary building and efficiency 
the fluent use the acquisition. 

Another method that OBSERVATION. 
Take the children out for walk through the fields, 
the woods, even the business part the 
city. Upon returning the school each child will 
anxious tell his observation, and all will 
interested listening the speaker who will unfold 
series his observations the object viewed. 
the bank was the objective point each child will 
have something say what was seen there. Per- 
haps the children may want build bank. This 
will bring endless ideas all which will talked 
about class today, and actual work begun the 
morrow. The building can constructed the 
school room floor, desirable the play 
grounds. the school room, paste board can 
used for the construction the building; the 
play ground, use boards. class large several 
children can assigned one particular part 
the structure. After all parts the building have 
been assigned, and there are still some children with- 
out work, have them make the coins and the paper 
money. will quite interesting project. 
may necessary take second trip the bank 
for reassurance some particular points. Other 
objectives might the post office, the court house, 
grocery store, dry goods store, mill, etc. Later 
the year these little people might build whole 
city. Talks their buildings will very interest- 
ing and will not fail bring out even the most 
timid. The child who has world ideas and who 
has the natural gift speech will impetus for 
those who are not gifted. All will have oppor- 
tunities for the cultivation this very desirable 
acquisition. 

The walks through the fields and into the woods 


should not neglected. Children love nature stu- 
dy. They love pick flowers, watch the birds, stu- 
the Here you will find abundance 
material for your oral compositions, and subjects 
that the children can actually see and hear and feel 
and These are the things that interest chil- 
dren, these are the subjects they love talk about. 
these they will find wealth ideas the expres- 
sion which will aid the building the 
vocabulary. 

Such training this demonstrates Pestalozzi’s 
three principles the teaching oral composition. 
(1) CLEAR IDEAS.—The above method makes 
sure that the children have clear ideas express. 
Their ideas are derived from real, personal experi- 
ences. (2) INCREASING VOCABULARY.— 
With the acquisition knowledge comes the in- 
crease vocabulary. (3) Keeping longer and long- 
series ideas mind.—Pestalozzi’s crude prim- 
ary lessons aimed give young children practice 
doing this gradually enlarging the sentences 
which they used.

The building was being made wood, and the chil- 
dren had all the lumber necessary, also carpen- 
ter’s tools, etc. They had been working the 
building for few days, and the front the store 
was the only thing that was wanting its comple- 
tion. watch their planning was most interesting. 
They would not agree how many inches the 
height and the width the front. With their yard 
sticks they measured and measured. One child said 
should thirty-six inches wide. This was dis- 
proved another who placed the yard stick across 
the front the building and pointed out the 
others that the front were thirty-six inches 
wide, would extend out each side the build- 
ing. They then asked him how many inches 
thought should be, and after more measuring 
said that should thirty-two inches. The other 
children started find the nuraber thirty-two 
their yard sticks, and then satisfy themselves be- 
gan again the process measuring. While this was 
going on, one bright child seven approached the 
Nun observer and showing her the yard stick said, 
“Where thirty-two?” She pointed the number 
and off ran get his little saw, and then began 
sawing off that length from piece board. When 
the other children had finally satisfied themselves 
that thirty-two inches was the correct width, all 
made dash secure board, when they discover- 
this little fellow had the board almost sawed off. 
They then started measuring the sawed-off portion 
and when was found the width they desired, 
they immediately fell into secret conversation which 
seemed quite weighty for their While 
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were staring the Nun, one little lad had the cour- 
age approach her and ask, “Are you God?” “No, 
Dear, but what makes you think “Weston says 
you're God. says that you know everything.” 
The Nun, taking her crucifix, said, “Look, this 
image our Lord.” And the child asked “Who 
our Lord?” Evidently had never heard the ex- 
pression before. 

The teacher this class was very gracious, and 
very capable instructor. She left the children free 
their own thinking and their own observation, 
being satisfied direct and suggest. This was 
process that increased the children’s ideas. Next 
came the question the height the store front, 
and the little people were busy ants. Much 
discussion arose. One little boy said, “The windows 
the front are high the roof.” Another, “No, 
they don’t the ceiling.” Several opinions 
were given, and finally they agreed they should 
back the grocery store and examine the windows 
the front before completing the building. The 
little boy first referred to, again went the Nun 
observer and asked “Do you know where Gunn’s 
grocery store is?” which the Nun, greatly re- 
lieved, replied that she did not.

The teacher this class was splendid type 
instructor. She entered into the lives these little 
ones and lived the day through with them. was 
matter co-operative work. The children 
criticised their own suggestions, and also those 
the teacher. Teacher and pupils worked together, 
and yet each child was busy effort make the 
store front correspond the one visited. tact- 
ful questioning the teacher encouraged INDE- 
PENDENCE the part the children. 
could YOU make this “How might you 
THIS time?” “Have you tried this way?” “Is 
that the way YOU want it?” “How can you make 
you want be?” These were some the 
questions asked the different children. fine point 
about this teacher’s method was that she led each 
child feel his own responsibility for the making 
the front the store, the planning, etc. 

These children were first led see what they 
wanted, and then encouraged make efforts 
what they wanted done and obtain satisfactory 
result. fact that they wanted make 
another trip same grocery store for further 
observation showed that they were interested 
their work. 

Although the teacher seemed leaving these 
children themselves work they thought 
best, yet she was really keeping sharp lookout 
their work and their proceedings. she saw child 
starting make the same error before, she would 
ask him some questions that would change his plans. 
she saw child deep trouble, she would ask 
him look the work another who was suc- 
ceeding and see what thought that. child 
could not get clue the right direction, the teach- 
would suggest something that would guide him 
aright. All this was done such way that the 
child, even though helped, yet could feel his success 
was the result his own effort. While the entire 
class twelve were engaged making the same 


building, each child worked alone was 
held responsible for the construction the several 
parts. 

was both interesting and amusing hear these 
little people tell just what they noticed about 
the grocery store visited, and keeping long series 
mind ending the connected whole did not seem 
phase them the least. 

One little girl said she was very sorry they could 
not make the whole front without having back 
the store, for she was anxious see the shelves 
hold all the nice things they were going 
sell.

AND THE AFFECTIVE RESULTS 
RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 


times past many child was urged accept and 
work with courage disagreeable materials, with 
the inducement, usually made strong, that even though 
hard and unpleasant, the resultant knowledge would re- 
deem itself hundred fold through the successful activi- 
ties which would then provide. “You don’t know its 
value now, but you will when you grow up, and need 
life’s work,” was frequently repeated the teacher’s 
effort secure some responses the children the school 
room activities, which were then mostly very limited 
variety, and very meagre their types. 

This method secured some results, mostly due, perhaps, 
the fact that the young overcame the first reactions 
with difficulty, and some success thereafter spurred them 
on, The teacher very often was restricted the contents 
text, whch was written for maturing adult. The 
objective was teach this text, hear its contents 
repeated verbatim recitations the young, which made 
the teaching process hearing lessons. 

The entire endeavor was master get 
knowledge. Conduct was very largely developed fac- 
tors the home and the environment, which have since 
very much disappeared. surveying the situation the 
educator now not well satisfied that such procedure 
led the development educated man woman. 
Mere learning, the accumulation knowledge not 
education. 

This critically true matters that pertain religious 
education. The vastest accumulation facts and formulas 
will not produce the Christian gentleman lady. may 
leave them even bereft the crudest ethical qualities and 
traits, and the semblances true Christian character. 

true that knowledge intervenes the making 
permanent Christian character, but still truer that the 
character elements come out the types reactions that 
the child gives, when learning, and then applying his 
knowledge. There kind knowledge learning 
which can considered completely educative, which 
not rounded out some form inner outer activity, 
which changes personality and character. 

The modern teacher much more inierested the na- 
ture the child’s responses than the subject matter 
taught. fact considers the content means 
change modify the responses the child, that 
may prepared education react acceptably and 
agreeably the situations life his social, spiritual, 
and spiritual surroundings will require. 

Fundamentally the educational advances the child de- 
pend the character his reactions. Repetition dis- 
tinct types reactions gives him skill and habits. These 
give him tools, with which can adjust himself his 
environment agreeably and successfully. The environment 
the Catholic child must always interpreted 
clusive primarily the divine elements, and especially the 
presence God. 

The child more elastic certain reactions than 
others. When the reaction itself produces pleasure tone 
his feelings, becomes more responsive similar 
types reactions and corresponding stimuli. re- 
peats types reactions more easily, which give pleasure, 
and the results which has interest. 

fundamental question arises here what originates 
interest and pleasure? may generally answered that 
what favorable the organism will this. Such 
answer is, however, too general specific interest 
and guide good teaching. nevertheless lead 
some more detailed solution important matter. 

The child finds interest and pleasure those reactions 
and activities which can achieve. Achieving pre- 
cedes every other source giving the urge the reaction 
drives and activities. The child does not achieve because 
interested, but interested because achieves. 

thus important preparing program activities 
and responses for him, that his levels ability achieve 
taken into consideration. will not attempt 
lead him the promise, that strenuous efforts now 
some difficult task, and even fairly impossible com- 
plete fulfillment, which unrelated his present sphere 
account his ability do. 


not the ability achieve the future that 
try out his ability achieve now, but rather his ability 
achieve now determines his abilities the future. 
may type mental achievement will conquest, but 
reality such power merely over static self, and not 
activity which achieves something worth 
while. 

not likely develop character, because character 
not trait mental activity will only, but the 
entire personality. the sum total his cultivated 
ability succeed situation, which requires the con- 
ductful the practical sense. 

The child finds pleasure those activities which 
can achieve. achievement completes something for 
himself relation his surroundings. The desire 
this fundamental all his primary instincts. The 
first his instincts appear the desire for food. 
Through begins achieve his growth. desires 
such food favorable his nutritive organism, and 
growing tissues. 

This likewise true his desire for food for his mind 
and soul, and for activities for his muscular upbuilding. 
also true that which intended for his character 
development. adopts the manners that all these taught 
him, they are taught that can use them success- 
fully, and with some advantages himself and others. 


Here might asked, how can know that can 
use them successfully until has used them? him the 
best assurance the experience with them actual use. 
becomes very apparent one who observes his growth 
carefully, that the first element successful achievement 
calls for repetition and advances, and also for further ex- 
tensions similar activities. The child venturesome 
his achievements, and seeks continually for new ex- 
periences which can use some patterns the old 
previous activities. 

This true his activities inducted religious in- 
struction, and the supernatural motive. desires them 
the measure which can achieve moral, spiritual, 
and religious conduct through them. can deluded 
for some time, however, artificial type achieve- 
ment. 

Such often set the class room spur him 
the acquisition memory full abstract truths. 
can even made competitive. Marks can held 
the objective attained. Marks superior his fel- 
lows can proposed him accomplishment very 
desirable. 

Does acquire anything worth while the structure 
conduct and character such achievement? Does 
continue advance his knowledge his religion, when 
the competition and the artificial goals have become part 
his life history? 

not likely to, and the general fact want in- 
terest with the vast majority, who have been subjected 
such method some evidence, least, that there was 
something defective the procedure all along. 

The urge was artificial one. discontinued, when 
the stimuli set were removed. The achievement that 
has lasting value religion every thing else that, 
which changes the one who achieves developing per- 
sonality. 

The basal instincts continue all through life exercise 
directive influence, not dominating control. They 
cannot suppressed, because amount discipline will 
reduce them state atrophy. They submit, however, 
high type culture, and can directed purpose- 
ful achievement, which the highest acceptable idea al- 
ways play part. 

first they give unlearned responses reaction 
stimuli, but will master time the necessary mechanisms, 
with which they can adapt themselves the required ad- 
proposed directed stimuli and successful con- 

uct. 

Whether the responses are the learned unlearned 
type they are always vitally and functionally concerned 
with the achievement for self and others. They achieve for 
others only the measure which native and biolog- 
ical selfishness can brought under the finer dictation 
cultivated Christian intellect and will. 

The child his early stages achieves his physical 
growth primarily. His nutrition organisms are essentially 
achieving. They are the first bring him into contact 
with his environment, and they play important part 
his social, civil, and religious conduct ever afterwards. 
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instinctively pugnacious repelling obstacles that 
come between him and the food sees and desires. 
just instinctively given activity account the 
demands that nature makes for the absorption food. 
Historically has become social, account his de- 
pendence others secure the increasing needs his 
advancing life. 

His religion God given force, which gives motiva- 
tion, direction, and even life itself, his conduct all 
the relationships that can have life. Through 
does not become merely knowledgeful religious facts, 
but becomes new creature higher order. Through 
achieves growth, which makes him successful 
actor relationships with self and all things external 
self. gives and takes, and grows the spiritual and 
religious order. 

observable fact that must learn religion 
every one his achieving processes, will tend 
times strain achieve without it, and even against its 
plans for moral conduct. such cases falls lower 
trait levels conduct than one who was educated suc- 
ceed with traits and abilities that are conformity with 
merely ethical qualities. 


will eventually use that ability, with which has 
learned achieve. life situations present themselves 
ful, has recourse his power (deluded sometimes 
course) succeed with the one the other. Mere knowl- 
edge the commandment may help his thinking, but his 
conduct falls back his ability achieve. has in- 
deed conscience direct him aright. his type 
conscience, however, and that all that can said for 
it.

any rate becomes the more sensitive conscience 
regard the estimates right and wrong conduct 
the measure which has gained the mastery over 
self doing what right. Mere general observation 
enough convince the thoughful that conscience does not 
tend bother those regard refined moral relation- 
ships, whose conduct has not been developed high 
degree ability and excellence. 


secure results then the teacher must select and adapt 
the content religion the needs children their 
several levels, and the methods must such will help 
them accomplish successfully real life situations. These 
are entirely different from mere learning and hearing 
lesson type situations. Such situation uniquely 
school situation, which thoughful students education 
and life have striven relegate the past, rapidly 
teachers can prepared attempt another and withal 
better procedure. 

School regimen presents, generally basic require- 
ment conduct, situation which calls continually for 
punctuality. Schools cannot conducted and classes con- 
vened with any degree success without it. Yet how 
many adult life there are, who have learned punc- 
tual school, but are dilatory hundred different ways, 
when demands are made upon their ability practice 
punctuality. 

They really never learned punctuality school. They 
learned attend the ringing bell, but this learned 
response not punctuality the sense moral virtue. 
Even the learning that response through years prac- 
tice, may have been conducted unmoral basis 
fear chastisement variety kinds, and not that 
the moral obligation the performance duty, es- 
pecially when that relates one’s conduct another 
group. 

The school situation, however, can made reveal 
the child that punctuality required for his positive 
and successful achievement his activities related self 
and others. deranges whole order, which Provi- 
dence has arranged for his growth and education. God 
put order into all His creation, chaos would result. 
The child cannot take unnecessarily the time the 
teacher and others without retarding his own, and 
their right progress together. Man records the move- 
ments the planets, and gives instrument with 
which record time, according which God’s creatures 
can build for peaceful and profitable concourse together. 

not the bell merely that calls the time. That 
only school regulation. not the threat the teacher 
that enforces regularity attention it. That only 


the last resort for those, who are the time not capable 
moral concept and unconsciousness one’s obli- 
gation God, self, and others. 

these are the instruments used beget punctuality, 
moral consciousness will not the result. child 
achieves moral conduct such situations will des- 
pite such means, and account other reasons. The 
response purely mechanical and external stimulus, 
inner experience dread coming from fear complex, 
both, does not build for permanency right attitudes 
and habits. These are indeed part the school situa- 
tion, but they are not such will carry over into life 
situations. 

The achievement desirable results co-operation and 
collaboration with the entire group children presents 
type activity, which has lines common, and appeals 
similar those that life will present. present with 
the entire group during the prayer period should made 
desirable every child, who registered the group. 
miss the story, which the teacher makes part the 
prayer period, should felt every child distinct 
loss. The activities the tardy will hampered during 
the day this loss. 

When the singing sacred song and national an- 
them realized pleasurable activity the part 
every child, those inclined dilatory, will have 
normal appeal, urging them promptness with their 
presence. The level all these activities must, 
course, brought down the capacity the children. 
child will desire normally present and take 
part activity which cannot accomplish some- 
thing personally. The dramatization prayer and song 
must made regularly inclusive every child, that 
the group may feel the need the individual’s presence, 
and the individual that the group. 

can here easily observed that the teaching process 
becomes intricate, and even complex, when details are 
sufficiently charted make the above theory successful 
complex than the child and the type character re- 
sponses, which modern civilization demands. The de- 
mands now made upon the abilities and resistances 
youth are intricate and complex. They vary also with the 
multifarious situations that life the modern world can 
present. 

The conduct the child cannot made travel over 
justments successfully, and fruitfully for the needs his 
soul. Nothing life quite simple catechetical in- 
struction was first conceived be. One might add 
also, nor there anything the educational order, quite 
easy. not wise use intelligence that contin- 
ues make easy now, the ground that simple. 
question productive elements conduct forma- 
tion, and successful character achievement, and these 
present are neither easy nor simple.

Abstracting History Lessons

tary, the Scientific, the Social, the Economic, the 
Social-psychological. way illustration three 
these interpretations will discussed this 
conference.

Military 
Traditionally, this interpretation has received the 
greatest emphasis. The desire promote intense 
nationalism age when war was the principal 
occupation nations accounts for the importance 
attributed this militaristic phase history. 
more recent times, new nationalism founded not 
war but the desire for peace the chief ob- 
jective. This new aim emphasizes the desirability 
for that type national patriotism which based 
the conception man’s responsibility for man 
and nation for nation. assumes that peace 
when co-operation exists between nations and mu- 
tual sympathy people for people prevails, the 
welfare mankind best served. This interna- 
tionalism has been the cause for new interpreta- 
tion history, and for the minimizing the ac- 
counts the military exploits and the successes 
nation pitted against nation. 


The conception concord nations based up- 
mutual understanding and sympathy, the one 
for the other, has subjected the old militaristic in- 
terpretation history serious questioning, and 
has largely discounted its value. The cultivation 
bellicose attitude nation toward nation 
stimulating pupils school emulate the war 
heroes their respective nations has come 
conceived fatal purpose sought history 
study—fatal far the larger welfare human- 
ity concerned and with ultimately the welfare 
any nation. false patriotism has been the re- 
sult such teaching and with false perspective 
history. Moreover, with this aim view, the 
real value history has been largely lost. His- 
tory now considered the most effective school 
subject bringing about the spirit internation- 
alism. 

review histories written half century 
more ago will show what extent the militaristic 
attitude dominated history. history was then 
conceived possessing any other value than cul- 
tural, then its direct value was measured the ex- 
tent which fired the pupil with the desire 
follow the footsteps the war lord and avenge 
the wrongs inflicted his nation another. Per- 
haps, view the conceptions international re- 
lationships then existing, such aim was valid, 
but unsuited our present motives and inter- 
pretation relationship nations. This militaris- 
tic interpretation history undoubtedly contrib- 
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uted much the uncertainty the times, and 
also served perpetuate national hatreds. 

evident from what has been said that this 
interpretation history does not accord with the 
spirit the times. Nations are closely bound 
together the wonderful developments 
communication that the welfare one nation in- 
timately bound with the welfare another 
that the one nation necessarily responsible for the 
other even when the good one nation the im- 
mediate concern. 

Patriotism today implies wider outlook and 
broader sympathies than did formerly. Emo- 
tional, blind, inconsiderate patriotism longer 
desired, encouraged nor good repute. con- 
sequence, the revision history teaching our 
schools important aspect the reorganization 
curricula. The patriot now the thinking citi- 
zen. His country first, but sees inter- 
national relationships well realizes its im- 
mediate internal needs. Indeed, true appreciation 
international problems and knowledge how 
they relate his country fundamental the 
patriotism any citizen any land. 


Scientific 


Scientifically interpreted, the events noted his- 
tory are viewed relation the achievements and 
discoveries made the natural sciences. this 
case, the development society regarded be- 
ing directed, conditioned, and controlled scien- 
tific progress. Thus the conditions prevalent among 
pre-christian peoples are explained the result 
defective understanding and interpretation the 
laws nature. From scientific point view, 
human progress further regarded process 
advance and retreat—advance accordance with 
the acquisition knowledge nature, retreat be- 
cause these laws are imperfectly 
cording Herbert Spencer science the most im- 
portant study the race because human improve- 
ment fundamentally dependent upon under- 
standing nature. 

Unquestionably human society fundamentally 
affected knowledge nature. Scientific dis- 
covery and attendant invention have revolutionized 
the processes life. modern times, these 
changes extending labor, forms production, in- 
dustrial relationship, and with political, and in- 
directly social contacts, set new goals for human 
Since history account human con- 
ditions and motives action, its character is, 
extent least, dependent upon the transformations 
inaugurated science. Thus scientific discovery 
may regarded fundamental cause for the 
trend human progress recorded history. 

The laws determining the events recorded his- 
tory are mutable. This true inasmuch they 
are expressive movements initiated human 
volition and situations created humanity. 
Fundamentally, may true that the events nar- 
rated history are the inevitable results im- 
mutable laws functioning through prevalent circum- 
stances and conditions. But the character these 
laws not ascertainable with the definiteness and 
surety with which the essence the law nature 
grasped. The reason is, perhaps, because 
humanly impossible any group cir- 
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cumstances sufficiently discover the nature the 
operating law, reality independent these same 
conditions. While study history may, there- 
fore, reveal approximately the nature the law 
responsible for the result appearing conse- 
quence these environmental incidents, never, 
because the limitations human insight, reveals 
this law fully. This equivalent stating that the 
ascertainable laws governing historical occurrences 
are mutable. 


The operations nature are independent hu- 
man volition. The movements nature may, in- 
deed, directed and controlled suit the con- 
venience and pleasure man but intrinsically they 
cannot modified. The processes nature ante- 
cede the statement the law expressive these 
movements. the other hand, society controls 
its own destiny within the limits made possible 
the restrictions nature and natural laws. Hence, 
the truths history social science are depen- 
dent upon interpretations men and concensus 
their opinions. 


Social 


From the social point view, history makes 
most significant contribution because gives in- 
sight into the genesis present day problems, and 
thus illumines the way the easiest and most ef- 
fective solution them. this respect, the testi- 
mony history frequently alluded support 
present day procedure the solution current 
social problems. 


Past problems are, undoubtedly, different 
some respects from those the present, inasmuch 
present conditions differ from those the past. 
Nevertheless, human experience continuity and 
out the energies one age come facts suc- 
ceeding ages. principally for the transmission 
this heritage the past that the school exists. 
Thus, the mode approach the solution pres- 
ent day problems acquires additional surety and 
weight reason the ability circumspectively 
see such matters their historical significance. 

The knowledge conditions prevalent other 
days and methods resorted solving them 
requires adjustment present problems. Conse- 
quently, flexible capacity apply such knowledge 
imperative. Hence, the study history while 
calculated impart information relative past 
situations and methods solving them must also 
develop ability adjust such information 
current problems.

Communicable Diseases and School Children 


The New York State Department Health broad- 
casting radio weekly intervals information the 
subject diseases and their avoidance, which will have 
the effect inducing the public take intelligent pre- 
cautions the interest the general The infor- 
mation thus disseminated conveyed simple language, 
but embodies the up-to-date conclusions medical science. 
Following the substance one these weekly broad- 
casts; indicating, among other things, why ailing children 
should not sent school: 

Q.—Why are some diseases communicable and others 
not? 

Ans.—The communicable diseases are caused germs 
which pass from one person another the sputum, 
secretions the nose, blood other bodily discharges. 
This not true non-catching disease such cancer 
diabetes. 

Q.—What are germs? 

Ans.—Germs are small living organisms which can 
seen only under the microscope. Disease germs contain 
may produce substance poisonous harmful man 
animals. usually this poison which causes ill- 
ness persons attacked the germs. 

Q.—When epedemic exists why some persons who 
are exposed the germs escape the disease and not 
others? 

Ans.—Some persons who are exposed may fortunate 
enough not catch any the infecting germs may 
take small number that the body able over- 
come them. Others who receive the germs may 
immune. 

Q.—What does the word immune mean? 

Ans.—The word “immune” means “safe from attack.” 
Persons may naturally immune; for example, most 
adults are naturally safe from diphtheria. the other 
hand, most children and practically all those between 
months and years age are susceptible that disease. 

Medical authorities New York State are advocating 
the artificial immunization young children with toxin- 
antitoxin. 


Safety Drill Saves Lives 


That the practice safety drill schools productive 
tangible results has been attested statistics collected 
different parts the country showing decrease the 
relative mortality among children school age due 
automobile traffic. 

What reported not falling-off the total number 
children injured killed automobiles, but falling- 
off the proportion children injured killed com- 
pared with the total number adults injured killed. 
The increase the total automobile accidents at- 
tributed the increase the number automobiles. 

The showing held significant the value ef- 
forts made teachers induce their pupils take care 
crossings and refrain from the dangerous practice 
playing the roadways. 

Undoubtedly engenuity will called upon devise new 
plans for highway building the number automobiles 
use continues augmented year year.

Verbal Presentation 


the selfactivity the child the learning process, 
there will always remain wide margin for verbal presen- 
tation teaching. This undoubtedly true every sub- 
ject, but emphatically the case religion; for 
quite plain that method cannot applied 
the same measure the teaching religion that 
other matters. Verbal presentation has its legitimate 
place which cannot taken from it. this respect 
fully agree with Mrs. Judith Smith, who says: “The 
child must teach himself, even from his earliest years, 
really learn. But when are dealing with re- 
ligious education how shall give him material which 
can make personal use. obvious that, when con- 
cerned with revealed truth, cannot leave scholar en- 
tirely selfteaching. The solution lies giving verbal 
presentation material, when the particular idea which 
wish teach cannot gathered from the books and 
pictures and maps, etc., the disposal our pupils. 
teaching Christian doctrine there must always con- 
siderable proportion verbal presentation, because doc- 
trines are ideas, and ideas are taught facts revealed 
certain way.” (The Training the Will and other Es- 
says Religious Education, New York.) 

After all the most efficacious instrument teaching 
language. Though words not actually impart ideas, 
they nevertheless quicken the thoughtprocesses and con- 
dense were many observations into abbreviations that 
can readily used. Hamilton has fitly called words the 
fortresses thought. The phrase very appropriate 
one, for words enable conquer whole domains 
thought which for want them could only enter with 
the greatest difficulty. must not forget that even sen- 
sualistic philosophers attribute language tremendous 
power for developing the mind. Thus Professor 
Ogden makes this statement: “The importance speech 
human psychology even yet generally underestimated. 
not too much say that our minds differ from those 
animals because speech. Its discovery was probably 
the origin man. came about distinct genus 
through it.” (The Meaning Psychology, New York.) 
This course exaggeration, but contains withal 
small measure truth. Another Psychologist even 
more explicit and does not hesitate say: “Language 
has created reason; before language man was irrational.” 
(Geiger, Origin and Evolution Language and Reason.) 
This again overstatement, but also bears testimony 
the unique importance and potency speech. Teaching, 
then, will always very great extent depend upon the 
use language. The word will stand out its foremost 
medium. amount apparatus can supersede it. Hence, 
verbal presentation will retain its place teaching mat- 
ter what method may come into vogue. 

The word brings the personal experiences the child 
focus. helps give them crystallized and definite 
form. The child’s own observations will vague 
nature until they are brought point the word, 
which gives them sharp outline and stamps them with un- 
equivocal meaning. Accordingly, the word the teacher 
not quite insignificant some like make ap- 
pear. All the activity the child must, therefore, prop- 
erly accompanied the word the teacher. Verbal 
presentation looms large the teaching process and must 
receive careful and painstaking attention. 

Much, not most, the subjectmatter religious in- 
struction cannot brought before the child any other 
way than through verbal presentation. Manipulation here 
many instances utterly impossible, since the object 
taught far remote from sense experience. 
transcends the entire range human experience. that 
case the word must come the rescue. wish 
bring home the mind the child the saving power 
faith, amount drawing manual elaboration will 
any avail. tracing sand writing paper 
done the child can bring out the idea. figure 
picture can give adequate expression. must resort 
story that embodies the idea. effective the 
story must told certain manner that the special 
point view which wish the child take appears 
clearly. That will question verbal presentation. 

For that reason the story will always play great part 


the teaching religion also the teaching ethics. 

The basic importance the word well illustrated 
the sacraments. The sacraments are made matter 
and form. The matter action which, however, does 
not disclose its full meaning until the word 
added. The word indispensable, for without could 
not arrive full understanding the ceremony. Asa 
matter fact, this ceremony without the explaining word 
would capable many interpretations. Only through 
the word does the meaning the ceremony become lim- 
ited one idea. Actions are rarely selfexplanatory. Words 
must illumine Consequently whatever other helps 
are employed teaching, the word the teacher will 
have give the final interpretation. will have put 
the emphasis where belongs and also indicate the special 
point view that brought out. sum up, re- 
marks Mrs. Smith, the canonical rule teaching never 
for the scholar that which can for him- 
self; but religious education important bear 
mind that the point view from which facts are seen in- 
fluences the interpretation those facts, and that there- 
fore skillful presentation must always important fac- 
tor teaching Christian religion.” cit.) 

The importance verbal presentation has here been 
stressed order draw attention the necessity 
appropriate preparation. course, experienced teacher 
would the victim the sad illusion that the selfactivity 
method means less work for the teacher. anything the 
selfactivity method really increases the work the teach- 
er. exacts far more him than the oldtime talking 
methods, which did not demand the continued attention 
the child which the selfactivity method requires. Re- 
cently nun, writing the Educational Review, remarked 
that very much the opposition the Montessori method 
was due the fact that was too exacting for the teacher. 
Now there something this observation. course, 
first opposition most cases arose out thorough 
misunderstanding this new procedure. But the other 
motive may have worked unconsciously. stimulate the 
child selfactivity requires considerably more effort than 
get him merely assume outwardly attentive atti- 
tude and appear listen. Selfactivity, rightly under- 
stood, does not imply that the child should left 
grope his way and acquire knowledge hit and miss 
methods, the contrary, involves guidance the 
teacher, unobtrusive guidance true, but one that 
ever present and very effective. quite true what 
Mrs. Smith says the subject: “To teach children 
teach themselves the most difficult art. But true 
teacher expects soft job. Certainly good deal the 
work has been done for the Montessori teacher the im- 
mense care expended upon the didactic apparatus, but even 
she does not find her position sinecure. must not 
look the selfactivity the child means lessen- 
ing the selfactivity the teacher. The two must work 
together, and the more the one works the more will the 
other work too.” (Op. the part 
the child calls for continual orientation through the 
teacher. Otherwise much the activity the child will 
wasted good purpose. When our days this 
selfteaching the child accentuated, there inten- 
tion making him autodidact. The information which 
the autodidact acquires usually very limited, mostly in- 
accurate and not well balanced. These defects are 
avoided the supervision the teacher. must lead 
the child past the pitfalls that beset the path selfactiv- 
ity. This task accomplished partly arrangement 
the general setting which the child placed work 
out its problems and partly verbal re- 
nounce the help the word would sheer folly and, 
course, sensible pedagogue thinks doing it. 


yore, then, proper verbal presentation will still 
engage much the teacher’s time and attention. for- 
merly, the teacher will greatly concerned choose 
words that convey meaning the child and that are 
him more than vocal sounds only striking the ear without 
eliciting mental response. Presentation still vital 
function teaching which too much attention cannot 
given. 

verbal presentation still integral part teach- 
ing, verbal reproduction one the best tests find 
out what extent the presentation has been successful. 
know the man who proves proposition his own 
satisfaction but who never succeeds convincing anyone 
else. This man has his counterpart the teacher who 
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explains everything his own satisfaction but who can- 
not make things clear his pupils. Even the best teacher 
will occasionally wrong his presentation and fail 
form vital and apperceptive contacts the mind the 
pupil. requires means which can gage his suc- 
cess and make sure that his explanation has really regis- 
tered. Nothing better than get the child repeat 
his own words the subject that has been explained. 
his own words, that essential, for otherwise have 
merely memory test. Sometimes children for long 
time carry with them false and even ludicrous notions 
about things, because the teacher has not taken the trouble 
check the success his explanation and presen- 
tation. Verbal reproduction the intelligent type will 
prevent such tragic mistakes.

MYSTICAL PHENOMENA AND HEALTH 


needless say the discernment spirits 
not easy All the information possible 
must obtained with regard the subject. There have 
been number cases which over enthusiastic zeal has 
led unfortunate conclusions cases that were quite 
unworthy such serious attention. The articles Father 
Thurston, S.J., the blood prodigies the Month and 
the Irish Quarterly Studies, are particularly interesting 
this regard. recent years there has been very defin- 
ite tendency discredit some the supposed mystical 
manifestations that were taken quite seriously generation 
ago. Monsignor Richen Aix has pointed out for in- 
stance that some the supposed revelations Anna 
Katharine Emmerich are contradictions Scripture. Rev- 
elations this kind are quite common among spiritualists 
who either means mediums through the Ouija 
Board automatic writing secure stories heaven 
and the spirit world generally well revelations with 
regard Christ’s life, sometimes constituting large vol- 
umes and often done very reverent fashion. The liter- 
ature this subject has grown immensely recent years 
and only one who reasonably familiar with should 
take himself judge these phenomena. 

Wherever there are manifestations that include the 
knocking over chairs, the moving tables, the pulling 
down pictures, sometimes even the breaking windows 
looking glasses, pulling out drawers and the like, 
are the presence special series phenomena called 
technically Polter-Geist phenomena. This the German 
term for noisy ghost spirit. practically all these 
cases that have been examined carefully and where there 
was the opportunity investigate them thoroughly, one 
two agents has been found work. First, young 
girls from the age ten fifteen, and secondly women 
between forty and fifty. The physical condition through 
which they are passing seems induce them definite 
tendency attract attention themselves and their en- 
vironment the production rather startling phenom- 
ena that are supposed come from the spirit world and 
very often are thought the direct result diabolic 
interference. One the famous cases recent years 
which attracted the attention newspaper readers all 
over the country was found due school girl 
about fourteen who was very gentle and modest her 
ways and had not been looked upon all trickster, 
and yet was proven that she was the author the 
phenomena which attracted much attention that prac- 
tically every newspaper the country one time made 
front page story. 

must not forgotten that children about this 
age may responsible for some very serious accusations 
against other people the score relations with the 
spirit world. The awful witchcraft delusion which brought 
about the death some twenty people Salem Massa- 
chusetts and the imprisonment hundreds others be- 
gan the supposed revelations three children aged 
nine, eleven, and twelve. They had been associated with 
slave woman from the West Indies who filled them full 
spirit tales and voodooism and then they began see 
witches all around them and suffer from convulsions 
and ravings various kinds. When the poor old woman, 
Sarah Good, the first prisoner, was brought and looked 
them, they fell the floor almost struck dead and 
then screeched agony and went into fearful spasms and 
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convulsive fits, crying out that they were pricked with 
pins, pinched and throttled invisible hands. very 
hard understand now how people were carried away in- 
the belief any significance such ravings, but they 
were, and the result was the stigma the fair name 
colonial America for having put death score in- 
nocent people. 


Throughout the United States probably oftener than 
once month some young girl found either locked 
room with everything confusion around her, per- 
haps tied some way. When discovered when the 
household returns she tells story having been tied 
burglars some stranger who made his way 
into the house and who threatened death unless she kept 
quiet. Only rarely has the story sex element it; 
usually tale robbery. Such cases are seldom 
taken seriously the police until they investigate them 
rather thoroughly. Very often found that the girl 
has been stealing money, buying jewelry credit and 
needs make payments. Her anxiety over the debt leads 
certain lack nerve control, result which the 
farce enacted. She the same time attracts attention 
and finds this easy way extracting money from the 
family store for the payment her debt. Rather 
often plausible explanation any kind can found 
except that the girl has been reading about people being 
bound and gagged and she has tendency have the sug- 
gestion work itself out with regard herself for the sake 
the notoriety that provides. The affair makes sort 
heroic her and she likes focus attention, 
though usually the details are worked out badly that 
very soon becomes evident that she was herself the only 
agent work the matter. 


Knowledge these happenings rather precious for 
those who have much with children the schools 
though course the conditions school life there 
much less likelihood occurrences this kind. Some- 
times the appearance these manifestations delayed 
until the later ’teens, and this fact makes important for 
religious superiors and especially mistresses novices 
and their assistants know something about them. Hu- 
man nature very curiously constituted and psychologi- 
cal development recent years has emphasized this fact 
very much. While there may not the absolutely dual 
personalties, that two quite independent persons occu- 
pying the same body that sometimes suggested, there 
doubt all that there may mental division into 
two quasi personalities that are very different from each 
other. One these personalities may very gentle and 
normal, and the other distinctly abnormal and particularly 
likely deceptive. This division mind known 
the long Greek name schizophrenia, which comes from 
the Greek word for schism and the other Greek word for 
mind, meaning just divided mind. recent years this 
word has come applied mainly special mental 
disease, but its etymology describes the state here 
suggested. 


What one mind does, the other mind may more 
less unconscious of. The role the unconscious and the 
subconscious has been emphasized very much, probably 
too much, recent years, but there are us, all us, 
layers being which are but very little aware. 
have large number things our memory which 
know almost nothing until some happening some kind 
reminds them and brings them into the sphere 
our consciousness. Ideas which are not conscious 
may influence our conduct much more deeply than 
have any idea of. Apparent forgotten incidents may still 
cause anxious and distressed under certain cir- 
cumstances though recall the reason why. 
have been present the death human being, some 
circumstance about may recalled quite uncon- 
sciously and keep from doing things way that 
quite inexplicable until the memory recalled us. 
have had patient who would not take trolley car with 
odd number and was not aware why would not 
until was brought out that had once seen 
trolley car with odd number run over and kill child. 
This submerged self extremely important re- 
member whenever there are peculiar manifestations any 
kind. 

Many the mystical manifestations so-called, the hear- 
ing voices particularly and the seeing things, are merely 
hysterical phenomena. The encouragement them 
quite sure harm rather than good. They occur par- 
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ticularly young members the community who take 
themselves very seriously. saving sense humor 
very precious thing. long you can smile quietly 
yourself, you are sane. much better have giggling 
novices than those who are too prone think that they 
may the subjects special communications from 
particular bearers messages from the spirit 
world. 

know perfectly well that mistresses novices appre- 
ciate this standpoint very thoroughly rule and hes- 
itate say anything more about the subject because 
feel that bringing coals Newcastle and that most 
religious superiors know much more about this subject 
very practical way than do. The reason for mention- 
ing that younger members the community may 
warned the dangers there are indulging the sweet 
unction thinking that one very close heaven and 
the spiritual world when the danger that they may 
either fooling themselves that part the spirit world 
with which they would not like have any direct com- 
munication fooling them. Diabolism diabolic inter- 
vention mundane affairs favorite subject ridicule 
our day, but those who study the subject deeply not 
share that feeling. Scientists like Alfred Russel Wallace, 
the co-discoverer with Darwin the principle natural 
selection, were quite ready express their belief the 
possibility it. 

great many the patients whom these manifesta- 
tions occur are considerably underweight, not eat 
enough nor get out enough and result not sleep well, 
and their nerves are constantly therefore edge. 
extremely important for young religious their 
weight for height. This will save them from great many 
disturbing symptons and worries. Fasting and abstinence 
are good things, but they must not permitted beyond 
certain limits that would disturb health. There defin- 
ite relationship between fasting and certain delusions and 
hallucinations. Nothing disturbs sleep much 
hungry. That will cause more dreams than any other 
single thing. Very often the dreams are translated into 
sort vision and then the dreaming state transferred 
the daylight hours and the visions may become ap- 
parently more real. After all must not forgotten that 
there great deal similarity between night dreaming 
and day dreaming. You can sit car window and let 
the landscape roll and dream away hour always with

thinking might have impressed deeply upon you dreams 
are impressed when you awake. 

NOTE: Where there are real communications with the 
spirit world, easy understand that disturbance 
the nervous system consequent upon the association with 
spiritual powers, might well produce tendency hys- 
teria psychoneurosis, that loss control over the 
nerves. Therefore the mere presence the stigmata 
hysteria they are called does not suffice stamp case 
hysterical and nothing else. Each case must dealt 
with entirely itself and the opinion physician can 
best only help for the understanding the whole 
series phenomena. The mere presence hysterical 
stigmata not sufficient throw the case out investi- 
gation, but patience should exercised and conclu- 
sion come until after definite time has been spent 
research, Usually there hurry about these cases and 
months and even years may taken judge properly 
them.

Modern rationalistic thought may interpose many 
objections the Christian doctrine providential 
guidance history. But, such objections are 
based false assumptions, they not dis- 
prove the theory which they are intended dis- 
prove, or, finally the advocates the theory 
objected show the untenable character the dis- 
senting views, reasonable mind will hesitate 
affirm the truth proposition thus maintained. 
Now, each these phases the question, the 
consentient arguments the great doctors the 
Church and Catholic theologians generally, from 
the early ages Christianity down the present 
time are the most convincing, positive character. 
verifying this assertion the reader may consult 
the writings St. Augustine, St. Gregory, St. Basil, 
St. Jerome, among the early Fathers, St. Anselm, 
St. John, Peter Lombard and St. Thomas Aquinas 
the mediaeval period, wherein will find abundant 
proofs the searching philosophic spirit which 
the great Catholic doctors and theologians have ap- 
proached the solution the grave problems pre- 
sented human reason the Christian doctrine 
Divine Providence.

The principal 
ingredients the project method are such things 
as: purpose, self-initiative, interest, intelligent self- 
direction, co-operation teacher and class, etc. 
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“When should the project method introduced, 
above-mentioned qualities are most prominent. 
which is, the Elementary Schools, from the kin- 
dergarten about the fourth fifth grade. the 
high schools, during the first and second years, 
when the girl, the words great English poet, 
“stands with reluctant feet, where the brook and 
river meet,” when the boy, according old Irish 
saying, “is neither man nor boy, but just hobble- 
hoy.” 

“Tt truism say that youth energetic, en- 
thusiastic, impetuous, self-willed and cocksure 
the point infallibility, times unbearable all 
concerned—yet these are the dynamic qualities 
human nature that make the world round, that 
lead achievement every department human 
activity. These qualities harnessed, trained, direct- 
ed, developed education, move mountains and 
turn rivers from their courses. With all its draw- 
backs youth is, after all, the only fault that cured 
age, and its glorious willingness hitch its 
wagon star casts kindly shadow over its 
crudities.” 

What better means than the project method can 
found “harnessing,” “training,” 
and “developing,” these qualities youth? But 
some one has said: “The principal limitation, 
opinion, the insistence the necessity all 
things yielding the “inner urge” which the

Unde memores. this prayer the celebrant re- 
calls the Passion, Resurrection, and Ascension our 
Lord, and offers the unspotted Victim the Divine 
Majesty acknowledge His sovereign dominion and His 
gifts and blessings. During this prayer makes the sign 
the cross five times; three times over the Host and 
chalice together, and once separately over each, not 
bless them, but because this prayer was formerly recited 
before the consecration, and then these crosses the 
priest blessed the bread and wine. When the prayer was 
placed after the consecration, the crosses were retained. 

the celebrant bows profoundly, and the prayer asks 
for all the graces Communion. 

Memento for the Dead. Originally the commemora- 
tion the dead followed immediately the commemoration 
the living. Here the celebrant pauses and prays for the 
souls specially intended pray for, and ends 
saying: “To these, Lord, and all that rest Christ, 
grant, beseech Thee, place refreshment, light, and 
peace, through the same Christ our Lord, Amen.” 

Nobis quoque peccatoribus. saying “Nobis quoque 
peccatoribus” the celebrant raises his voice and strikes 
his breast, asking for himself and those present have 
part and fellowship with the holy Apostles and martyrs, 
and names St. Matthias and St. Barnabas not mentioned 
the prayer “Communicantes;” among these are the 
names several female saints, probably inserted Pope 
St. Gregory the Great. 

The canon ends with the words, “Through Him and with 
Him, and Him Thee, God the Father Almighty 
the unity the Holy Ghost all honor and glory,” Dur- 
ing this ending the celebrant makes the sign the cross 
three times, and then its close slightly elevates the 
Host and chalice together.

The scope the Dictionary was liberal but definite, 
being intended include all words, whether current 
obsolete, which belong have belonged since 1150 
the standard English vocabulary. Dialect words down 
the end the Fifteenth century have been admitted 
for the reason that most English words were dialect 
words before that time; but purely dialect words occur- 
ring after the Fifteenth century have been excluded. But, 
has been often asserted, dictionaries and encyclope- 
dias never can quite “up-to-date,” for the reason that 
while they are process compilation the extension 
human knowledge and the growth the language con- 
tinue. New facts and new words express them are 
continually coming in.
